TWO KILLED, ONE WOUNDED] ELBA PUBLIC LIBRARY 
IN GUN BATTLE IN FRIEND-| NOW HAS 3,500 BOOKS 


SHIP COMMUNITY 


(Opp News, June 27) 


Two men are dead and a third 
is confined to an Andalusia hospi- 
tal where attaches give him a 50- 
40 chance to recover, following a 
gun battle early Sunday morning, 
two and a half miles north of 
Fleeta, 

Dove Reeves, 50, of Friendship 
fommunity, was killed instantly 
with five pistol shots through his 
body; Sgt. James Arthur An- 
drews, age 20, stationed at Shel- 
by, Miss, and home on leave, 
died on the way to a physician‘s 
office in Opp, with three shots 
through the body, and Carroll 
Ross, insurance man, of Andalu- 
sia, was wounded once in the ab- 
domen, 

A phone call reached Chief of 
Police Porter Moore, of Opp, soon 
after midnight notifying him of 
the* shooting and he in turn 
plioned Sheriff Tom Head. Both 
officers reached the scene to find 
Reeves dead and that Andrews 
and Ross had been removed for 
medical attention. Andrews died 
before reaching a physician. 

A .88 calibre revolver with six 
empty hulls was found by the side 
of Reeves. Andrews was also 
shooting a .88 and his gun was 
found with five empty hulls. 

Rufus Andrews, father of S- 
Set. Andrews, told officers that 
at about midnight Reeves came 
by and called for young Andrews 
but when told that he was asleep, 
left after asking that he get in 
touch with him the next morn- 
ing. He returned within a short 
time and called for him again. 
Young Andrews, accompanied by 
Ross, who was visiting in the An- 
drews home, went outside to an- 
swer the call of Reeves. The shqot- 
ing followed, 

It is believed by investigating 
officers that Ross was acciden- 
tally shot. 

Funeral services were conduct- 
ed for Sgt. Andrews from Har- 
mony Church, Tuesday afternoon 
at 8 o’clock with Chaplain Sun- 
don, of Maxwell Field, Montgom- 
ery, officiating. Burial was in 
the adjacent cemetery and as the 
body was lowered into the grave 
taps were blown by a bugiler from 
Maxwell Field. 

Civilian pallbearers were Jesse 
and Dan Owen, Holland Nelson, 
James Hattaway, “Orel Ballara 
and George Clark.

When we had seated ourselves 


and had ordered the meal, the 
lieutenant asked for our atten- 
tion. ‘Hat all you ean tonight, 


because tomorrow we go on C-ra- 
tions,” he said. We laughed ap- 
preciatively. He went on to ex- 
plain some regulations to us. We 
had to be fully dressed at all 
times—complete with shoes. One 
representative of the state of Ok- 
lahoma raised his voice in objec- 
tion, so the restriction was lift- 
ed. The officer wasn’t sure what 
the Navy men were to wear, so 
we told him what we hpd been 
wearing, He agreed to let us con- 
tinue as we had been doing. 

We finished the meal which 
was more than my poor stomach 
could hold. Talk about cooking! 
Man! That night two of my bud- 
dies went to a neighboring caba- 
ret. The women in the club were 
Japanese, but dressed almost ex- 
clusively in occidental garb. The 
little Japanese orchestra made 
valiant but futile efforts to play 
American music.

LAW IN JESUS’ DAY 


LESSON ‘TEXT — Deuteronomy 6:4-9; 


. 
THE 


Matthew 6:17-19; Mark 10:17-22, 
MEMORY SELECTION — Think not 


that I am come to destroy the law, or 
the prophets: I came not to destroy, 
but to fulfill.—Matthew 5:17, 


Jesus Christ is the believer's final 
authority. He is both our Saviour 
and our Lord. He ts our teacher, 
our guide, our pattern in all things. 
It is therefore of the highest im- 
portance that we know his attitude 
toward the Old Testament laws, 
and that is just what we are to 
consider in the lessons of the next 
three months under the gencral 
title, ‘Jesus Interprets Old Testa- 
ment Laws." 


Our introductory lesson tells us 
of the origin, interpretation and ap- 
plication of the law, then we go in 
later lessons to consider the Ten 
Commandments in the light of the 
teachings of Jesus. 


It is appropriate to point out that, 
far from being outmoded, the Ten 
Commandments are really’ the 
basis of all moral law. They need 
a diligent restudy and re-emphasis 
in our day of disregard of moral 
standards. 


4, The Law—Gliven by God (Deut. 
6:4-9). 

Our God is the one true God who 
is to have the complete and con; 
stant devotion of all. The fact that 
so many men have ignored him ex- 
plains the awful depth to which the 
world has fallen. 


This one and only true God has 
given through his servant, Moses, 
the fundamental moral law for the 
government of man, and he is to 
give diligent attention to it at all 
times, 


Religion in the household (v, 7) 
should include the teaching of the 
Word, and the easy natural discus- 
sion of spiritual things in all the 
varying circumstances of home life. 
Blessed are the parents who make 
{t easy for children to talk about 
the things of God as naturally and 
unaffectedly as they discuss the oth- 
er phases of life which interest 
them. 


The law of God should go with 
his people into their daily occupa- 
tions (v. 8), not in any formal or 
stilted way but as the normal ex- 
pression of their love for him, It 
should be evident to all who enter 
the home that the Lord is loved and 
honored (vy. 9). 


Il, The Law Fulfilled by Jesus 
(Matt. 5:17-19). 

The law of God is eternal, never 
to be abrogated, never set aside. 
Christ himself, although we might 
properly say that he was In reality 
the lawgiver and thus had power 
and authority over the law, indicat- 
ed his purpose in coming to be that 
of giving the law its full meaning, 
not of destroying it. 


One could wish that those who 
profess to be his servants might 
have the same measure of regard 
for God's law. If they did, they 
obviously would not be so ready to 
ignore it, so quick to change it or 
explain it away, and far more 
ready to accept with their Master 
every ‘‘jot and tittle’; that is, even 
the minutest detail of his Word. 


It is a mark of greatness ‘‘to do 
and teach’’ the law of God (vy. 19) 
and of pathetic smallness to break 
his commandments and to teach 
others to disobey God. Some of the 
supposed great men of this world 
are mighty small when they are 
measured by God’s yardstick. 


The one who recognizes Christ as 
the fulfillment of the law will go on 
in consistent living, In his strength 
and by his grace we are to obey 
every moral precept. 

WI. The Law—Applied to Man 
(Mark 10:17-22). 


The moral law, which is God's 
law, is good and in its keeping man 
finds guidance for his life. Apart 
from Christ, however, he finds him- 
self unable to keep the law. 

The gospel of the grace of God 
in Christ Jesus takes us a step be- 
yond the law, and it is a great step 
for here we meet and follow the 
one who is greater than the law, 
the giver of eternal life. 


Obedience to the commandments 
brings a man up to the very en- 
trance upon that life, but to enter 
in he must have more than the 
“things’’ of the law; he must have 
the person who is ‘“‘the door" to 
eternal life. 

The young man who came to 
Christ was rich, His mind was ob- 
sessed with things. He had made 
it his business to observe the law, 
and had done well (v. 20), but his 
soul was not satisfied. He thought 
one more ‘‘thing’’ that he could do 
would accomplish his purpose. 

The general attitude of the man 
was commendable. He sensed his 
lack of the vital something which 
would remake his life. He came to 
the right one—the Lord Jesus—with 
his question, 

His failure to go beyond the things 
of the law to a faith in Christ, 
however, showed that he loved his 
possessions more than he desired 
to follow the Lord,

LET’S KNOW OUR PINES 


By A. H. Antonie, Project For- 
ester, Alabama Department of 
Conservation, Division of For- 
estry, Ozark, Alabama. 
This is the final pine of our se- 


ries of six, This tree is some- 
times also called “Rosemary 
Pine.” In Alabama it is found 
only in the southern part along 


streams and in a mixture of bot- 
tomland hardwoods, 

The Spruce Pine— 

This is a tree often 80 to LOO 
feet high with a diameter up to 
three feet. The crown is gener- 
ally uarrow ‘and open and_ the 
branches are rather small. At 
first, the branches are reddish or 
purple tinted. When older, they 
become dark reddish-brown, The 
bark on the younger trees and on 
the upper trunks of the older 
trees is smooth and light gray, 
On old trunks the bark is dark 
and somewhat divided into flat 
ridges. 

The soft, slender, dark-green 
needles are two to a bundle. The 
straw varies from 142 to 3 inch- 
es long. The cone is very small, 
% to 2 inches long, somewhat 
egg-shaped and armed with small 
stickers. When mature, they are 
a reddish-brown. ° | 

The wood is light, soft, brittle 
and coarse grained, It is not very 
strong and it warps easily when 
sawed into lumber. It is used for 
fuel and pulpwood and is some- 
times cut into lumber along with 
better pines.

McCabe said also that the return 
on aircraft, which make up a large 
part of the surplus, is extremely 
small. 


PWs on Their Way Home 
-Taught Our Way of Life 


@ WASHINGTON, — The army dis- 
closed recently workings of a plan 
whereby * hand-picked prisoners of 
war are given an intensive course 
in the principles of democracy and 
sent back to Germany or Austria as 
free men, 

Already 16,000 prisoners have re- 
ceived the six-day indoctrination at 
Fort Eustis, Va. Another 1,258 were 
rejected because they failed to meet 
qualifications, Former Nazis and 
professional army men are barred, 

“Valedictorian” of a class gradu-

It announced the figure in making 
public data from 455,753 corpora- 
tion income tax and excess profits 
tax returns for 1943, filed through 
December 31, 1944, 

Of the total filed 283,698 returns 
showed net income of $28,689,371,-

icit of $898,720,000. Another 35,268 
were from inactive corporations 
showing no income,

Iron Long in Use 
As Medium of Exchange 


When Julius Caesar invaded Brit- 
ain he found currency that posed 
no counterfeiting problems. A flat 
fron bar about 11 ounces in weight 
was the “pound sterling’’ of that 
era in southern Britain. At least five 
other fron bars, multiples of 2% 
ounces, provided a range of cur- 
rency suitable for domestic needs 
before the Roman legions arrived. 

This was not the earliest nor the 
latest use of iron as a medium of 
exchange. Had Caesar employed 
archaeologists he might have found 
{ron currency in his native land, 
Ancient Etruscans, who lived north- 
west of Rome, between the Tiber 
and the Aino rivers, bartered with 
jron for at least several centuries, 
If he lived today, he could see the 


'iron coins that circulated in Ger- 


many, Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mark during World War I, and the 
steel pennies coined in the United 
States during World War II. 

With the possible exceptions of 
South America, Australia and Ant- 
arctica, iron in several forms has 
been used as a standard of value or 
article of barter on every conti- 
nent and at various periods during 
the past 3,000 years, 


Fire-Repellent Paints 

Various forms of fire resistant 
paint, while admittedly subject to 
further improvement, used exten- 
sively for military purposes during 
the war, now are attracting Increas- 
ing civilian interest. Fire repellent 
paint coatings developed commer- 
cially are usually sold in concentrat- 
ed form, for thinning with water be- 
fore application. The product is de- 
scribed as a viscous liquid of white 
or ivory tint, weighing about 12% 
pounds to the gallon, It has ename!l- 
like properties, high light reflective 
values, and may be applied by 
elther brush or spray. Nearly al 
fire repellents have a water base 
and are unsuitable for exterior use. 
Also, it is inadvisable to wash sur- 
faces coated with fire resistant 
paint, although zine sulfate added 
to the mixture will tend to seal the 
surface and impart moisture-resist- 
ant qualities. No fire repellent has 
bo far been developed to assure 100 
per cent protection to wood during 
its lifetime, but much progress has 
been made and paints with fire re- 
pellent qualities are gaining in in- 
terest and popularity.
